OTHERS have. found out 
[® that perhaps tha most 
common disorder from which 
infants suffer {is colic, In some 
cases the.colic may be duc to a 
narrowing of the passageway 
through the bowel. It may 
come, from improper feeding or 
from. allergy! or oversensitivity. 
’ When symptoms of colic 
develop late in the afternoon, 
it ‘will be. found, in. many In- 
stances, that there is some ‘nar- 
rowing of the vakve ‘between 
tho last part ofthe’ small in- 
testine and the first part of tho 
largo intestine. This.1s known 
as the ileocecal valve. As time 
passes, this opening gradually 
increases in sizo and the symp- 
toms.of colic gradually dlsap- 
pear, :

The Bill covers every person 
who: entered Australia during 
the war and is an allen; en- 
tered Australia during the war 
and hos not since Ieft Aus- 
tralin; entered Australia during 
the war by reason of any cir- 
cumstances attributable to the 
war and has not since Icft Aus- 
tralia, ‘ 


The Bi provides that eny 
person certified by the Immi- 
gration Minister os coming 
within one of the three cate- 
gories is Mable for deportation. 


Controversy In recent wecks 
has centred .on the application 
of the “White Australia” policy, 
and Jn particular the refusal to 
allow, Sergeant Gamboa, a 
Philippine-born’ American  sol- 
dier statloncd in Tokyo, to visit 
his Australian wife ond three 
children In Australia. 


Last week oa High Court deci- 
sion restrained the Immigration 
nuthorities from deporting threo 
Chinese. The Court ruled that 
they were not “prohibited immi- 
grants” within the meaning of 
the Immigration Act.
